The following information has been 
copied from a Pemsylvania History, the 
John B, KohJLhepp English Bible, vjhich is the 
property of Clark Kohlhepp and contains family 
records, also from information told by Margaret 
Kohlhepp as well as memories told by Clark 
and his wife Ida Kohlhepp, 

The Peter Peffer family came to 
America in I8I4.7 from Hessen Cassel, Germany, 
(Grandmother said every one lived in small 
towns,) The tovm they lived in was Hingle Hope 
or Chicken Y ard. Their farm like the others 
were plots of gromid in different places, some 
of them being quite a distance apart. 
She used to take her knitting with her when she 
drove the cattle to one of these plots to 
pasture, she knitted while watching the animals. 

The eldest son, John Peffer, bom 
in 1828 came to America first in the year of 
I8I1.I. 

Peter Peffer was born in Hessen, 
Germany in I8OO and x^ras first married to 
Elizabeth Homan who died and was buried in 
Germany, This being thwe mother of Margaret 
Peffer« 

Peter Peffer then married the second 
time to Anna Homan, a sister of his first wife. 
They with the children came to America and 
settled on Holland Land being patented to the 
Holland Co, in l802. This farm is located in 
Korth Mahoning Twp, Indiania Co, Pa, perhaps 
a mile from the village of Marchand, 
The farm is now the property of Mrs, Samuel 
. ffer, (i960). 



Grandmother said she was llj. 
years old when they came to America, 
The small two mast ship had a very rough 
voyage and it took them fourteen (Hj.) 
weeks to cross the ocean, A brother , 
( we think she called him Peter) died 
and was bioried at sea. We remember of 
her mentioning whales vjhen she use to 
entertain us with stories of her voyage, 

John B, Kohlhepp ( the B, used 
to distinguish him from a nephew) of 
Swatchenholts or Black Forest, Germany, 
came to America with a brother Hartman 
and a sister tlargaret knotm as "Map;gie", 
Margaret had a son Imown as John Koiilhepp 
of vxhich John B, Kohlhepp was god-father. 
He also provided for the child. It is 
believed that Hartman and sister I%rgaret 
may have settled near Pittsburgh, hoi-rever 
they are lost to the family, 

John B , Kohlhepp worked at 
Caldwell Furnace ( llahoning Purnance) 
in Armstrong Goimty as a teamster. He 
drove six (6) mules hitched single file, 
rather than as tearas. He rode the lead 
mule which he called "Chunk" and drove 
vrith a jerk line. He hauled iron ore 
and pig iron and later became boss on 
the job. After traveling in the West 
he returned to Pa, and bought the Peter 
Peffer ( no relation to his father-in 
-law that is kaown of) farm on October 
^, 1865 on x-jhich there was a log house 
and a barn for the stim of |l500,00. 
It is situated in East tiahoning Twsp, 
Indiania Co, Penna, (The original deed 
is in the possession of the Clark 
Kohlhepp family), John B, Kohlhepp and 
family cleared most of the farm land 
and built the house and barn still 
being used by the Clark Kohlhepp family, 
to-day in 19ol, 



In the winter months he took his 
team and went to the woods to skid logs fo. 
for various saw mills. Some jobs being 
near Brockway also DuBols, Pa. He woiild 
sometimes clear a Hundred Dollars for 
his winters work which was considered 
very good wages. In the meantime the 
family cared for the stock and other 
farm chores at home. 

The German language was used in the 
Kohlhepp home until Samuel had difficulty 
learning to talk. The parents talked 
German while his older brothers and 
sisters were speaking English. They 
decided it was time they all spoke 
English, Neither Grandfather or Grand- 
mother learned to read English, but they 
had their own German papers and Bible. 

Grandfather's records were kept in 
German when he was Road Supervisor in 
East yahoning Twsp. , also Treasurer of 
the church. They are beautifully written 
also very neat. Grandmother also wrote 
in German \nt she learned to sign her 
name in English. 

Marchand was a German speaking 
community and the German language was 
used in the Church Services for some 
time. 

Little Zion was one of the first 
churches in the community and it was here 
the Kohlhepp family came to worship. 
There was a time the family walked the 
five or six miles distance taking 
several small children along. Later 
they helped build the Evangelical 
Association Church in Marchand, This 
building has been remodeled and is now 



being used. It is now known as The 
Evangelical United Brethprn Church and 
still the Kohlhepps church home.
